REMARKS 

This paper is filed in response to the telephonic interview conducted on April 25, 
2006, and supplements Amendment "D" in Response to Advisory Action Dated March 21, 
2006, which amendment was filed on April 10, 2006. Claims 1-5 and 1 1-20 are pending in 
the application. 

Applicants' Interview Summary Record 

Applicants' attomey, Gregory C. Mayer, conducted a telephonic interview with 
Examiner Holzen on April 25, 2006. Applicants wish to thank the examiner for the 
courtesies extended in setting up and conducting the telephonic interview. 

During the interview, the pending claims were discussed, as amended in Amendment 
"D," and the examiner indicated that further amendments should be made to the claims in 
order to better clarify the scope thereof. Specifically, the examiner indicated that the phrase 
"may be" was objectionable as lacking clarity, in claim 1, at line 5, and in claim 27, at line 5. 
Also, the examiner indicated that the term "sensor set" in claim 1 was a broad term and 
needed to be clarified. 

Accordingly, claims 1 and 27 have been amended to address the examiner's concems 
expressed during the telephonic interview. Specifically, the phrase "that may be" has been 
deleted from claims 1 and 27, and claim 1 has been amended to recite that the sensor set 
includes a plurality of sensors, all of which are used for both transfer orbit operation and on- 
station operation of the spacecraft. The phrase "adapted for use" has also been removed from 
claims 1 and 27.
